Extracts from Rev. B. Fay Mills' 
Sermons Delivered in 
this City. 

We thought that a few of the 
pithy sayings of each sermon 
preached by Mr. Mills to this 
community would be acceptable, 
therefore, we offer them 1.1 our 
columns. 

TENTH SERMON. 

* Text— The Master is come and 
calleth for Thee. 

Reasons why the resurrection 
of Lazarus is like a revival. 

1. It is an important matter. 
Death is always an important 
matter. Men turn from business 
or from social matters when a 
friend dies. During a revival our 
friends are in danger of hardening 
their hearts by refusing to listen 
to the calling of the spirit. A 
time of opportunity is always 
a time of peril. The deserted 
streets and closed business houses 
on this mid-week Sabbath means 
that men sympathize with the 
moment us question of the hour. 
Mary and Martha suit a messen- 
ger to JetUS, that was a mistake. 
Do not depend upon otlurs to do 
your work in time of revival. 
Manifest an Interest in your 
friends and nel hborsand you can 
reach them. I never saw a natural 
interest among men who were con- 
cerned about their fellows. They 
are always excited somewhat. 

2. Come and see where they 
laid him, the sisters said, not go 
and see. Come is the revival word. 
I see some who are using it and 
some who do not use it. 

3. Why do not men accept the 
invitation? There is a stone in the 
way. The stone of pride, of 
worldliness, of avarice, of unholy 
business, of bitterness of heart, of 
indifference. Many people are 
waiting for you to get right, then 
they will get right. I have seen 
some people here trying to get off 
the grave clothes from a Lazarus 
dead in sin. I see some who 
make no effort. Friends, help all 
within your reach. A time of re- 
vival is not a time for formality. 

ELEVENTH .SEKMON. 

Text— We stumble at the noon- 
day as in the night. 

The Jews had lived in the noon- 
day of history but they had tor 
saken God Jand hardened their 
hearts. 

I. People stumble to-day. God 
may hold you responsible for 
being a citizen of the United 
States. It is an awful thing for a 
man to drink in the blessings of 
Christianty in a Christian land and 



refuse its blessings. Oh! the 
baseness of the sin of ingratitude! 

2. You who are cherishing a 
secret hope for entering the king- 
dom without confessing Christ 
with your lips are stumbling in 
the noon-day as in the night. 
There is no other way than 
through confession, open con- 
fession. You are stumbling if you 
wait for a Christian experience 
before confessing Christ. 

3. You who are church mem- 
bers and who pass through a time 
like this without great concern 
and without effort to save some 
unconverted friend, are stumbling 
in the noon-day as in the night. 

4. He who has no concern 
about his own soul is stumbling 
in the noon-day as in the night. 
It is easy at a time like this to ask 
forgivness. 

5. There is no excuse for any- 
one present to stumble longer at 
the noon-day. The very air is 
vocal with the spirit of Jesus. 
Others are waiting for you to 
move, A small steamer ran upon 
a bar in the Mississippi river, 
when a large boat passed, making 

;at waves and floated it off the 
bar. Some one is waiting for you 
to pass by, Jesus of Nazareth is 
now passing by for you. Will 
you accept his help? 

TWELFTH SEKMON. 

After reaJing Matthew 25, Mr. 
Mills said— "My subject is a sol- 
emn one; whether a man can be 
spiritually cead and be spiritually 
alive. 

Text — They would not believe, 
therefore they could not believe. 

A three-fold cord is not easily 
broken. The text gives three- 
fold testimony. 

1. It is the testimony of the 
book of God. 

2. It is the testimony of Sci- 
ence. 

3. It is the testimot y of Ob 
servation. 

I. If God had kept back some 
condition, man would have some 
excuse for refusing to believe. All 
conditions are known. Opportu- 
nity is the story of the Bible from 
beginning to end. The wise 
avail themselves of opportunites. 
There is an unpardonable sin — 
that of resisting the influence of 
the Spirit of God, the sin against 
the Holy Ghost Sin against the 
Son or the Father rmy be par- 
doned, but the sin against the 
Holy Ghost is unpardonable. 
Esau's birthright which he sold 
was his spiritual claims. There is 
a sin unto death. 

I 2. The testim >ny of science 
shows the analogy of God's work- 
ings in nature with his workings 
upon the human soul. In the 



bottom of the ocean there are the 
same kind of fish as at the surface, 
but being in darkness they are 
blind. Men harden their hearts 
and lose sight of God's truths in 
the same manner. The laws of 
nature are inviolable. Sow thought 
and you reap acts; sow acts and 
you reap habits; sow habits and 
you reap character; sow character 
and you reap destiny. By refusing 
to believing there will come a 
time when you cannot believe. 

3. Observation testifies that in 
many instances unbelievers die 
easily, they have no fear of pun- 
ishment, their death bed scenes 
are not horrible. In many in- 
stances this is true, but those 
persons die as the dog dies, with- 
out hope, without comfort, all is 
blank before them. 

Said a person to me — "I am 
afraid there is no pardon for me." 
If you desire Christ to pardon 
you. you are yet pardonable. The 
spirit is pleading with you when- 
ever you feel sorrow that you are 
a sinner. 

THIRTEENTH SERMON. 

Text — Let the wicked man for- 
sake his sin. I see some of you 
settle back as if you were not to 
be spoken to this morning. Two- 
thirds of my sermons have been 
to the church members and this 
one is for you. 

Let us first settle who the wick- 
ed are. 

1. A man is wicked who is not 



' as good as he can be. Paul shook 
the viper from his wrist and be- 
came the leader of the people. 
Friends, we must shake off the 
vfpers from our wrists if we ex- 
pect to lead others. 

2. The text applies to the back- 
slider. He is not usually a bad 
person. The B ble treats with 
great tenderness the one who 
backslides. Two-thirds of it is 
written to backsliders. I never 
saw a happy backslider. 

3. The text applies to the moralist 
and self-righte ius man. You can 
measure this man by his words, of 
which there are many. 

4. It applies to the man who 
criticizes the church. Whether his 
criticism be just or unjust, in making 
it he invites God to judge him by a 
stricter standard. Men, O men, 
have the courage of your convic- 
tions, forsake your ways and do 
right. 

5. The text applies to a man 
who will say wicked things about 
the church willfully. To strike a 
mother in the face is a shameful 
act, but it is an act of manliness 
compared with the act of one who 
strikes God in the face by saying 
wicked things of his church. 

But a li^ht brightens the back- 
ground. Let the wicked forsake 
his way — and further on we read, 
He will have mercy upon him and 
will abundantly pardon. What 
sins? Scarlet sins. Did he sax- 
scarlet sins? He e'eanseth from 



all sin. O friend, bring your sin, 

your enemy, and lay it upon God's 

altar and forsake it.

School District No. 34. 



Editor Roundabout: 

Sometime since we called at- 
tention to the ignorance of our 
trustees in regard to the school 
laws, and I am sorry to say the 
chairman of the board of trustees 
in our district is also wanting in 
the knowledge to fill out a blank 
form to levy a tax for school pur- 
poses. 

You should see the notices to 
appreciate them. I took one of 
them down and carried it, as a 
curiosity, to tne office of Public 
Instruction and had a copy of it 
made. They are worthless as far 
as serving the purpose for which 
they were intended. They were 
posted the first of the month, and 
our school nearly out, too, and 
call for a poll tax of sixty cents on 
each male 21 years old in this dis- 
trict and a levy of sixty cents on 
each one hundred dollars' worth of 
taxable property in district. 

Now as to the poll tax, the 
chairman's object is to collect this 
for incidental expenses, which can 
only be collected of the patrons of 
the schools. 

As to the tax on property the 
limit of the law is only twenty-five 
cents on each one hundred dollars' 
worth of property in any one 
year. 

The chairman was kind enough 
to say in his notice that he gave 
us five months to pay it in, which 
is a month longer than the law al- 
lows. 

I have been looking over the 
last report of our State Superin- 
tendant, and I find it is not in our 
district only, but in nearly all the 
districts, that trustees will not do 
their duty; and staring them in 
the face is Sec. 91 of school law, 
page 52, which says: 

"If any person who is elected 
or appointed trustee of a common 
school under the provisions of this 
act shall willfully fail or neglect, 
after having accepted said office, 
to perform the duties imposed up- 



on him herein, he shall be fined 
fifty dollars therefor." 

Any interested party may go 
before the grand jury, and it is a 
duty required by law of the vari- 
ous county superintendents to re- 
port neglect of trustees to the 
grand jury. 

The law requires each district to 
have a treasurer to collect all taxes 
for school purposes. Why was a 
treasurer not appointed at the first 
of the school year and a levy made 
sufficient to raise money enough 
to have a fence built around our 
school-house and to buy coal 
enough to do during the school, 
and to build a coal-house, and not 
throw the coal in one corner of 
school-house, where the dirt from 
which keeps the children with a 
burnt cork appearance. 

And by the way, the county had 
to pay nearly all the expenses to 
build the school-house, as the trus- 
tees would not levy and collect a 
tax to pay for same, but went be- 
fore the County Court and by 
some "hook or crook" got an ap- 
propriation as though the district 
was a pauper one, and some in 
the boundary at the time worth 
twenty or thirty thousand dollars. 
But so it goes. We are always ready 
to rob the county or State, which 
reminds us of the lumber which 
was left over from building our 
school house, some four or five 
hundred feet of first class pine 
flooring. 

One of the trustees hauled it 
home and stored it in his barn and 
while he was away from home a 
a few days after, trustee No. 2, 
went with his team and hauled it 
all away; and to make it secure 
from possibly trustee No. 5, he 
nailed it down by repairing his old 
floor* with it. 

The chairman-to-be, next year, 
will conduct the affairs of the dis 
trict in a more businesslike man- 
ner, we think. Patr<

Sales on our market for the week 
just closed amount to 1.994 hhds., with 
receipts for the same period of 1,139 
hhds. Sales on our market since Jan- 
uary 1st amount to 151,280 hhds. Sales 
of the crop of 1893 011 our market to 
this date amount to 146,711 hhds. 

The sales on our market this week 
embraced 716 hhds. of new burley 
tobacco and there was a decided im- 
provement in the quality of the 
offerings over previous weeks with 
an increased demand forthe medium, 

good and tine grades. A great many 
hds. were sold during the week at 
prices ranging from $9 to (12 with 
frequent sales at prices ranging from 
$12 to $14, and several hhds. sold from 
$15 to $17. the latter price being the 
highest yet realized for the new crop. 
The market was stronger throughout 
the week forthe better grades of old 
burley and decidedly stronger for 
common grades with high color.
